The Pacific Coast Board of Commerce 


held a meeting at Sun Francisco last Fri- 
day, and the Bulletin reports a portion of 
the proooediogs as follows: 


A vote of thanks was extended to Senator 


Stewart, ol Nuvft'la, for his paper on "Irri- 
gation." 


F. G. Nowltmds wns in attendance at the 


meeting of the Board, and gave uninterest- 
ing address oa the subject ol "Irrigation." 
The speaker waa firm in the belief that so 
far as the irrigation of arid lands in the dif- 
ferent States by the general Government 
was concerned, it would amount to little or 
nothing. 
The only true solution of the 


question, ia the opinion of Mr. Newlands, 
was that a bold stand should be taken by 
every State that has arid lands within its 
confines and demand of the general Gov- 
ernment that the proprietorship of the arid 
lands should be vested in the States them- 
selves. ' 'There is no question in my mind," 
laid the ^speaker, "that until the States Se- 
cure thes« lands so as they may be prop- 
erly irrigated, they will remain for all times 
what they are at present, namely, worthless 
wastes." 


Turning from the subject of irrigation Mr. 


Newlands also spoke on the silver questisn 
and at the conclusion of his remarks he was 
greeted with applause. 


A vote of thanks was extended to Mr. New- 


lands for his address to the Board. 


A communication was read from the San 


Francisco Mining Stock Association claim- 
ing that frauds have been committed on 
the Comstock lode which hr.ve been very 
detrimental to the best interests of the 
coast. 


W. T. Baggett addressed the Board con- 


cerning the communication. 
He claimed 


that anything affecting the industry of 
mining affected every industry on this 
coast. The association named was for the 
purpose of protecting the interests of the 
stockholders in the mines. Their investi- 
gations have discovered the most stupen- 
dous frauds of the age. 


Mr. Kewlands took umbrage at some of 


the speaker's remarks and called him a 
liar. There was instant uproar, which re- 
sulted in calling Mr. Bagget, to order and 
checking hisspaech.

The fresher and morn succulent the food 


ho Euro the Uogi need suit to promote 
digestion and maintain heilth. Whoa they 
run ia piutura silt mint bs fed to them 
in soroo form. 
A good way ia to pre- 


pare a mixtn-o of salt, wood ashea, sulphur 
and perhaps a liitU fine ground bono and 
place it under shelter where tha hogs can 
gat at it as they may desire but cannot 
soil or waste it. 
If, iaqteid of running in 


piSturs, tha h >gd iiro confined, the same 
course may b« pursued, but we believe it 
better to salt, as Cur as C'iu be doue con- 
veniently, the food which ia fed to them, 
iustea.l of tukiug it ints tho stomach in 
raw doses. Tins U tho way man does au d 
finds it much pleasanter, if not tetter, 
than tu eat it clear. 
Wo believe tho same 


holds good with the whole animal crea- 
tion as well as with ia,in. There cm be 
no material difforeace so far aa the physi- 
oM syatam is concerned. la such matters 
humau expericnoe should serve aa a goldo 
until we can llud a better one. 


Ccrn as a Summer food for hogs ia not a 


success. It is too heating and wasteful. 
Au Indiana feeder gives, m the Swineherd, 
bis experience in feeding a lot of seventeen 
hogs from Juno 2d to Jane 28—a period ol 
twenty-six days. When the experiment 
b^ganthey weighed a total of 3,270 pounds 
an averag9_of 103 pounds each. 
During 


ths twenty-six days they were fod sixty- 
nine bushels of corn, which made 720 
pounds of live weight, worth 3% cents a 
pound, or $23 CO. Tho sixty-nine bushels 
of corn were worth 35 cents a bushel, 
or $25 15. This shows n money loss of 
75 
cents, 
besides 
the 
time, 
trou- 


ble and interest on ths investment. The 
more business of this kind a farmer does 
the poorer he gets. 
AVa have no doobt 


that if bran, middlings, oats or B ome other 
nitrogenous food had been fed with half 
the corn there woald have been a much 
more favorable showing. In such a case it 
will always pay to sell half the corn and 
put the proceeds into some more nitro- 
genous feed than corn to be fed with it 


Cracking of Fruit. 


A very little rain or a short immersion 


water will often cause plums, tomatoes, 
grapes, cherries, etc,, to crack. 
Many 


theories have been advanced regarding the 
cauae, but the following from the New 
Orleans Times-Democrat, seems to explain 
the matter in a very lucid way: If a blad- 
der filled with symp be immersed iu a 
vessel of water the water will, after a 
while, become sweet; the syrnp passes 
through the membrane of the bladder into 
tho water, and correspondingly the water 
passes into the interior of the bladder. 
But this interchange is not an equal one; 
the lighter liquid—the water—passes in 
many times more rapidly than the heavier 
liquid—the lyrup passes out. The con- 
sequence will be that the bladder will be 
distended to its utmost, and at length 
burst. A tips tomato or plnm may be con- 
sidered, in the condition of the bladder of 
syrup. The rich juicos of the fruit corre- 
spond to the syrup, and the thin mem- 
brane which forms the skin of the fruit 
represents the bladder. When the ripe 
fruit is kept constantly wet by a rain 
oamose takes place, and the water, passing 
constantly through into the fruit, distends 
the skin, which, not being very olrorg, is 
soon ruptured. 
If the fruit were to be 


surrounded by a liquid denser* than its 
juices it would, instead of expanding and 
breaking, shrink, and the skin become 
shriveled. 
When strawberries or black- 


berries are sprinkled with sugar a syrup is 
soon formed by some of the jnice of the 
fruit, and this being considerably denser 
than tho juices of the berries, they are 
soon flabby and shriveled.

Tho Sheep Fold. 


Before cold weather sets iu tho flock 


should be gone over carefully and called. 
All weaklings, owes, average, and all that 
are defective or ailmg in any way should 
be removed nnd prepared for the sham- 
bles, if not already fit for this purpose, as 
they ought to be if they have had a good 
ran o[ pasture. 
Aa a rule, it will not pay 


to kenp wethers after they have attained 
full growth, as the only return for them ia 
wool, and tho longer they are kept the 
poorer mutton they rnuke. The wool at 
current prices will hardly pay for keep. 
But with ewes tha case is different. 
So 


long as they are healthy and strong, breed 
well and make good mothers, they are 
profitable to keep. 
They 
have 
been 


known to do well until twelve to fifteen 
yearn of age. Very few will fail to be 
profitable until six or eight years of age. 
See that their undera are all right and they 
are in good health and let them run. Of 
course a young flock of ewes hag in it more 
o( the elements of life und enilnriince and 
makes a fino appearance, but good ewes 
ought not to be hastily sacrificed to any 
foolish notions about age. borne are 
practically younger at eight than others are 
when four or five yenrs old. A good con- 
stitution ia n snfe thing to depend on.

lecome prominent in Nevada and on which 
he future of the State so largely depends 
vere the main points discussed. 


'•The leading men nl Nevada, especially 


hose composing the State Board of Trade, 
,ro working with tho plan and hopo of 
Citing the publio aud railroad urid lauds 
n the possession of the State. If this is 
ooomplished the State itself 
will build 


xtensivo irrigation bystems and start an 
ffort on a large scale to induce settlement 
f the reclaimed valleys of the State BOW 
nproduotive. 
"'It was with this in view,' said Mr, 


'oley, 'that we corresponded with our rap- 


i * Tilntives in Congress aud secured the 
lut.oduction by Senator Stewart of the bill 
now pending providing for the cession of 
arid public lands to the States ia which 
they liu. Publio sentiment in Nevada en- 
tirely approves the plan. 
If the State can 


secure control of these lands it will borrow 
the §1,000,000 now in the treasury belong- 
ing to the school fund at » low rate of 
interest, bonds being issued for account. 
The money would bo spent in bringing tho 
water to ons larg* section of land, and 
when made »o available for settlement and 
cultivation the land would be sold at low 
priics and very easy terms to settlers and 
the proceeds invented olsowuere in the 
oarne way. The whole scheme would in- 
volve tho expenditure of millions, but it 
wonld te a good investment from every 
point of view. The money and tho benefits 
derived fioui it would thus bo kept within 
the State. If this plan can be carried out 
Nevada should have 500,000 inhabitants 
;an yearj from now instead of 00,000, and 
instead of $26,000,000 worth ol taxable 
property it should have from $250,000,000 
to $300,000,000.

land which if supplied with water would 
raise anything grown in any State in the 
Onion, under the same climatic cc.ndi- 
:iona. Iis agricultural products now are 
unexcelled.

\r?t priiwa tit New Orleans, and no finer 
deciduous iud small fruits are grown auy- 
whero iu tho United States. 
Irrigation 


somo cUy v,ill make Nevada a great agri- 
cultural and horticultural State. The first 
irrigating done on n large scale will natur- 
ally be ia the valley of tho Truokee and 
adjoining valleys, 


There are now between 30,000 to 50,000 


acres iu cultivation iu what is known as 
the Trustee meadows, in the valley of that 
river. 
There are 25,000 acres more waiting 


for wa^r. There aro from 150,000 to 200,- 
000 ocrcs in this valley and in the Prosser, 
Spanish Springs, LemmonV, Warm Springs 
and other small adjoining valleys. 
The 


water for all this territory can readily be 
drawn from Lake Taboo, whose outlet is 
through Nevada, and whose waters natur- 
ally belong to that State, 
It is estimated 


that enough water to irrigate 
200,000 


acres, it stored, has ran to waste through 
the Truokee river this year. The waters 
of this region could be easily stored and 
one big system would irrigate all the val- 
leys mentioned. 


'There is also an immense amonnt of 


land in the valleys of the Carson and Hum- 
boldt rivers, which, if supplied with water, 
could be wonderfully productive, 
ond 


which would be rapidly settled. There is 
another condition which would be favorable 
to agricultuial settlement of the State if 
the lands were mads ready, and that is 
that producers would find a home market. 
The mining camps are mainly supplied 
with necessari»3 from California and the 
East, and there is thus a large home mar- 
ket waiting for producers. 


If the State can eecure control of the 


arid lands, all this will be carried out as 
speedily as possible, If it does not suc- 
ceed in this direction, every possible aid 
and encouragement will be given to pri- 
vate capital to provide the irrigation, which 
is a vital necessity to the State. Frank G. 
Newlands, who is President of our State 
Board of Trade, has taken a very active 
part in this agitation, and as trustee of the 
Sharon a-tate, has bought large quantities 
of arid lands already which be is ready to 
tarn orer to the State, if the efforts to se- 
con the public arid lands are successful. 
If this is not done it is expected that he 
aud others wiH sncoeed in interesting pii- 
vats capital on a larga scale. The future 
of the State depends upon its securing a 
large agricultural population, and this de- 
pends entirely on the future of irrigation 
there. Hence this is the great problem of 
the State, and its leading men are thor 
ongbly alive to it. 


"It is my opinion "-'that the condition of

A Mountain of Salt. 


A«masa of 90,000,000 tons of pure, 


solid,tcompact rook salt, locited on an 
island 18B feet high, which risea from a 
inisera'ble sea marsh on the route from 
Broshear to Now Iberia, up the river 
Teche in»Louisiana, is ono of the won- 
ders of tho world. 
How this island, 


•which, contains over 800 acres of excel- 
lent lana, over came into existence in 
such a locality is a matter of conjecture. 
Vegetation is prolific and the scenery is 
beautiful and varied. In the center of 
this island, which is the only solid spot 
in^the vast expanse of sea marsh for 
miles around, rises Salt,peak, ithe-largest 
body of exposed rock salt in the world. 
Having never been surveyed, its exact 
extent is as yet unknown. However, En- 
gineer Brown, who has visited it, says 
that there is not less than 90,000,000 
tons-of pure crystal salt in sight. The 
dazzling clearness of Salt peak forms a 
striking contrast with somber lagoons, 
bayous and salt-marshes which surround 
it on all sides.—-St. Louis Eepublic.
